TOLD OF CHANGING 
EDUCATION TRENDS 


ORGANIZATION OPPOSED TO 


DIVERSION STATE AVAIL. 


ABLE SCHOOL FUND 


Reports of the changing trends 
in education, as pointed out 
at 


the sessions of the department of 
superintendence of the National 
Education Association, 
recently 
held in Atlantic City, N. J., were 
given by Superintendent W. 
H. 
Norwood of the Corsicana schools 
and by C. C. Isbell of Purdon at 
a meeting of county teachers Mon- 
day night in the high school li- 
brary. 
The county teachers un- 
animously opposed any state legis- 
lation that would divert money 
from the state available 
school 


fund to an equalization fund, and 
signed a'statement to that effect 
to mall to local representatives. 
Superintendent 
Norwood 
had 
charge of the program,, and as the 
first group of entertainment fea- 
tures,, presented the boys' glee 
club of tl» high school in three 
numbers, 
with 
Miss Lena Mae 


McClure directing. 
Miss 
Mary 
Love Ferguson was the next en- 
tertainer, and played two selec- 
tions on a piano accordion. 


Superintendent Norwood intro- 


duced Mr. Isbell as the first speak- 
er. 


The Purdon school man report- 
ed on several speakers at the At- 
lantic City meeting, and dwelt at 
length upon the points brought 
out by Stuart chase. He said the 
economic and social orders of the 
country have changed, and they 
result in changes in education as 
well as in business. 
Mr. Isbell 


quoted Chase as saying It was not 
only the Wall Street debacle that 
brought on the depression, but a 
general changing society. 
Fictitious Values. 


Mr. Chase said the depression 


resulted from paying values for 
objects, when those values did not 
exist. He defined this by assert- 
ing that Improved methods of pro- 
duction made it possible to pro- 
duce objects 
at 
a far cheaper 


price than ever before, and yet 
they were 
sold 
at the 
highest 
prices. 


Mr. Chase was further quoted 
as declaring 
the depression is 


technlcallv over now. He showed 
that the trouble was not In pro- 
duction, but in distribution. Mr. 
Isbell again quoted a speaker as 
declaring specialized workers were 


thrown out of employment, and 
they were not equipped by their 
educations to cope with the situa- 
tion, so were put on relief. 
"That factor now must be con- 
sidered in curriculum • changes," 
Mr. Isbell declared. He quoted a 
speaker as saying that the saving 
formerly taught In schools was 
wrong, and the new social order 
makes it no longer the right thine 
to do from the economical stand- 
point. Individual Training. 


Another speaker was quoted by 
Mr. Isbell as saying students ought 
not to be pushed through the same 
educational mold, but each should 
be analyzed, and given training 
to bring out his individual char- 
acteristics, 
which 
are different 
from any of those of other chil- 
dren. This idea was seconded by 
another speaker. 


Superintendent Norwood told of 
the interesting trip to Atlantic 
City, and named some 
of the 
speakers, which he said were the 
best college professors and out- 
standing * laymen that 
America 
could afford. 
The Corsicana su- 


perintendent showed the import- 
ance of forum meetings, as dem- 
onstrated there. 
He outlined the several ideas of 
social progress, as explained by 
Dr. Oxnam of DePauw University. 
Co-Operation Stressed. 


The points were, shifting from 


competition to co-operative enter- 
prise: 
Men, and not things, are 


the objectives of the future of ed- 
ucation; supremacy of continuity; 
equal rights to all; love and not 
force is necessary to social prog- 
ress. 
Each of these points was 


discussed by Superintendent Nor- 
wood. 


He showed %hat conditions In 
the past several years have com- 
pletely changed the views people 
take toward governmental prac- 
tices, and that certain of those 
practices now necessary, are con- 
sidered as based on goo ddemo- 
cratlc ideals, whereas a generation 
or less ago they would have been 
decried as socialistic. 


County 
Superintendent G. H. 
Brown was presented and made 
an announcement, and later talked 
at length upon the proposed legis- 
lation that would divert money 
from the state available school 
fund. 


W. V. Harrison, Frost, president 
of the body, talked upon school 
legislation, and introduced the sub- 
ject of that proposing to divert 
money from the state available 
school fund to an 
equalization 


fund. The subject was discussed 
widely, and It was -'Oted to oppose 
the legislation, and send that in- 
formation to the local representa- 
tlves-

in individuals as it is to 
lighten the strains. Preven- 
tion ha. been as important 
as healing in promoting 
physical health, and doubt- 
less will be so in promoting 
mental health.

"exerted their inevitable influence 
on the financial receipts of cities," 
the survey revealed. A steady de- 
cilen of receipts in the past three 
years was reported. .Per capita re- 
ceipts in 1931-32 were $30.67; In 
1932-33, $27.41, and 
in 
1933-34, 


$26,40, declining • 11 and 
14 
per 


cent, respectively, from preceding 
years. 


Wide variance was reported In 


ratios of ad valorem tax receipts 
to total receipts of cities, "partly 
if not largely because some local- 
ties receive considerable monetary 
collections from municipally own- 
ed utilities while others possess 
no such enterprises from which 
to tobtain receipts." 


Orange, a municipality owning 


no utilities derived 95 per cent 
of total cash receipts from the 
property tax, the survey showed, 
while Austin, owning its electric, 
water and sewer systems, obtain- 
ed slightly less than 32 per cent 
'rom the advalorem tax. 


Levies Dropped. 
As receipts dwindled tax levies 


likewise 
dropped. Average 
per 


capita levies, 
Including 
school 


.axes levied 
by 
municipalities, 


dropped from $24.21 in 1931-32 tp 
$22.30 and $20.50 in 1933-34. The 
decrease was about 18 per cent 
and 15 per cent respectively, from 
the 1931-32 levy.

He had no parlor 
tricks, but he overflowed . with 
red-blooded humannew. And to- 
day he is one of the few figures 
who have survived the centuries, 
to be a present power in con tem- 
porary - life. 
' Peter's beginningi were at. the 
bottom. He was born a peasant.
